Mr. and Mrs. W illiam I Shields, 135 
N orth W ashington street, Is now s ta ­ 
tioned, use oxen to work the soil, a c ­ 
cording to a le tter received by M r 
and M rs Shields, P rivate Fox re a c h ­ 
ed the Pacific recently by way of 
P an am a and P earl H arbor 
“T he last tim e we got on tile ship 
was th e 20th day of .Septem ber and 
we did not get off until O ctober 20,” 
the le tter said. “ I was sure glad to 
get off th e ship a t M anila. T h ere 
we were loaded on landing barges 
and rode ow th em for ju st about two 
hours, th e n got off and got on a 
train . 


“We had to stan d in th e cars or 
else sit on the floor. Tile tra in did 
not move for an h our an d a h alf, 
then w hen it did s ta rt It ju st craw l­ 
ed along 
It took us four hours to 
get to th e ra m p which I am a t now. 
On top of th a t, it was raining, too. 
Native* Speak English * 


“T here are quite a lo t of native* 
around here T hey are sure sociable, 
an d talk p retty plain, too. They go 
through th e cam p selling b a n an as 
and cocoanut!!. B an an as are 60 cents 
p er dozen an d cocoanut* are 
IO 
cents up to a q u arter. 
“Y esterday we h ad tw o hours of 
physical exercises in th e m orning, 
then in th e afternoon we had a ftvc?- 
mile hike aro u n d th e cam p Tile n a ­ 
tives use oxen to work th e soil in 
the islands. They use one a t a tim e 
to plow. They ju st run furrow s about 
12 inches a p a rt and th en use a b am ­ 
boo tooth harrow to work it. 
"I wish you could see th e S panish 
girls th a t are In Colon and P an am a. 
They .sure are th e lim it. T here Is 
no law th ere so th ey do an y th in g at 
all. do not stop a t anything. 
“W hen we stopped at P earl H a r­ 
bor we were not left off th e ship. I 
sure would of liked to take a to u r 
of the island. I saw quite a lot of 
.ships th a t were sunk during the a t ­ 
tack th ere Som e of them were half 
sunk, other* had only th e tops of 
.the m asts ap p earin g above th e w a­ 
ter. 
Hough Passage 
“Tile ocean from P an am a to P e tri 
H arbor w as terribly rough. We w ent 
through two storm s. A fter we left 
P earl H arbor the ocean was ju st as 
calm as if we were riding in a new 
car. just as sm ooth, no waves a t ail. 
"I hope my orders come soon so 
as to get oui of th is cam p T h ere Is 
nothing lune. Tile PX only has solt 
drinks T hey have a little candy, not 
m uch variety. It is terrible hot here 
in tile daytim e an d real cool at 
night. I sleep betw een wool blankets 
a t n ig h t.”
